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Dawley  Urban  District  Council 


This  Annual  Report  shows  little  change  in  character  from 
that  of  the  preceding  year  with  the  exception  that  there  is  some 
slight  diminution  in  the  scope  of  the  survey.  The  control  of 
diphtheria  prophylaxis  has  passed  entirely  under  the  direction  of 
the  County  Authority  and  reference  to  this  has  been  omitted  : 
Ambulance  Service  which  has  followed  a similar  course  is,  however, 
directed  locally  and  a note  in  this  relation  has  been  included. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Very  little  in  this  section  is  worthy  of  comment.  A limited 
number  of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  and  Measles  were  brought  to 
notice  and  a slight  rise  in  the  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred. 
The  matter  for  greatest  congratulation  is  the  complete  absence  of 
Diphtheria  and,  in  lesser  degree,  of  infantile  paralysis  ; the  latter 
after  an  epidemic  year.  This  can  be  summarised  as  a good  year 
from  the  contageous  disease  standpoint.

Refuse  collection  with  its  associated  services  continued  to 
make  considerable  demands  on  the  time  of  your  Sanitary  Officer 
but  he  has,  in  addition,  been  able  to  extend  general  control  and 
supervision  of  all  branches  of  his  department. 

In  presenting  this  Report  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  takes 
this  opportunity  of  thanking  his  Colleagues  for  their  courtesy  and 
continuous  co-operation  in  the  working  of  the  Department  and  in 
the  compilation  of  this  Report.

The  Registrar  General’s  Return  for  Mid-Summer  1948  shows 
a slight  rise  on  that  for  1947. 

At  the  time  of  completion  of  this  Report  the  period  of  service 
of  the  Council  has  expired  and  with  it  the  plans  for  improving  the 
condition  of  the  people  living  in  this  industrial  and  essentially 
working  class  area.  Life  in  Dawley  with  its  great  deficiency  in 
good  housing  and  services  compares  unfavourably  with  that  of 
many  of  the  neighbouring  urban  areas  and  the  efforts  of  the 
Council  have  not  always  borne  the  fruit  which  had  been  expected. 
A lack  of  assets  would  appear  to  have  been  the  almost  unsur- 
mountable  obstacle  and  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  social  services  can 
be  raised  to  an  average  level  while  maintaining,  at  least  in  appear- 
ance, solvency.  Very  much  has  still  to  be  done  to  bring  this  urban 
area  to  such  level  as  prevails  generally  in  the  neighbouring 
authorities  of  Shropshire.

SECTION  “ B.” 

General  Provision  for  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 

Ambulance  Service. 

This  under  County  control  is  administered  locally  by  a Sub- 
Committee.  Representatives  of  the  Council  are  incorporated  in 
this  body  and  meetings  are  held  regularly.  The  central  depot  is 
still  maintained  at  Donnington  and  from  there  ambulances  come 
as  required.  Generally  this  scheme  works  very  well  and  no 
complaints  have  been  received. 

Mortuary  Service. 

The  plans  for  the  conversion  of  buildings  at  Donnington  to 
serve  the  joint  authorities  of  Wellinton  Urban  and  Rural,  Oaken- 
gates  and  Dawley  have  not  as  yet  been  completed  but  it  is  hoped 
that  early  in  the  present  year  the  buildings  will  have  been  re- 
constructed and  modern,  up-to-date  offices  will  be  at  the  conveni- 
ence of  the  local  medical  practitioners.  In  the  meantime  this 
Authority  has  made  an  agreement  with  the  Wellington  Urban 
Council  to  accommodate  such  cases  as  require  this  service  at  the 
Mortuary  in  Walker  Street  in  that  Town.  Under  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  1948,  a responsibility  is  now  placed  on  District 
Councils  to  dispose  of  such  cases  as  are  destitute  or  for  other  reason 
have  no  provision  for  burial.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  service 
will  not  make  heavy  demands  on  the  Districts. 

Home  Help.

General  Observations.  Weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  now 
well  established,  the  men  continuing  to  work  on  a stint  basis. 
This  system  works  well  as  long  as  there  is  no  sickness  amongst  the 
staff.  The  absence  of  one  emplo}  ee  through  prolonged  sickness  is 
very  quickly  reflected  in  the  amount  of  work  which  becomes  more 
than  can  be  managed  in  a weekly  collection.

Comments.  This  service  shows  very  little  improvement. 
Small  quantities  of  waste  paper  are  still  collected  by  the  refuse 
collectors  during  refuse  collection,  but  the  quantities  in  themselves 
are  negligible.  These  are  now  supplemented  by  one  man  wh0 
starts  work  later  than  the  refuse  collectors  and  uses  the  lorry  when 
the  refuse  collectors  have  finished  — to  collect  salvage. 

Disinfestation  and  Control  of  Vermin. 

The  County  Council  is  the  authority  for  admin- 
istering the  law  regarding  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  and  any 
complaints  after  investigation  are  passed  on  to  the  appropriate 
department  of  the  County  Council.
